In the west, it continued for several 
centuries to be applied to bishops gon- 
erally, but It was restricted to the 
Roman pontiff by Gregory VII. in a 
synod, held at Rome In 1073.

THE RAILWAY THIEVES

C-ir and depot thieves will Ami 
their operations in the future 
more dificult th.ui in the past, 
and will have to face prosecution 
in the Federal Courts as well ae 
before state tribunals as the re- 
suit of the bill introduced bv 
Representee C. 0. Oarlin, of Al- 
exandria, Va. passed by both 
Houses of Congress, and approv- 
ed by the President. 

This Act imposes a maximum 
fine of $5,000, or imprisonment 
for not more than teu \ears for 
any person convicted of unlaw- 
fully breaking into any raiUay 
cir containing interstate or 
foreign bhipmeuts of freight or 
express, or of stealing or obtain- 
ing by fraud or deception from 
any car, depot, vessel or whart, 
any freight, express or baggage 
which constitutes or is a part of 
auy interstate or foreign ship- 
rneut. 

While the Carlin Act in uo way 
iufringas ou the jurisdiction of 
the state courtx, it puts the whule 
po« er of the Federal Department 
of Justice behiud the decision 
and prosecutiou of persons guilty 
of stealing from cirs or depots, 
Bince it will be practically im 
possible for thieves to distinguish 
betweeu interstate or foreign 
shipments. It is confidently ex 
peeled that this law will have • 
powerful effect ou breaking up 
thefts of this character which uo- 
only involve a serious loss to MM 
railways and cause great incou 
veuieuce to shippers and travel- 
ers, but are a constant meuiinci 
to railway employes and tin 
trav.
